By compairing the analysis with the last, 
it will be perceived that it contains « 
much larger proportion of Alumina. Lime, 
Potash, and Phosphoric Acid—which is 
the cause of its fertility. The Afumina 
acts by retaining moisture in the soil, 
and the other matters by constituting the 
inorganic parts of plants. 

Some soils are rendered sterile by too 
large a quantity of Lime, Potash. Alumi- 
na, peroxide end protoxide of Iron, &ce.— | 
Too large or too smalia proportion of | 
these matters will produce sterility. If 
oo much, this cause is much more diffi- 
cult to remove than if too small. For 
agricultural purposes it would not be | 
practicable to remove such matters, wheg | 
mixed with the earth, but sometimes it | 
might be to neutralize them by some che~- 
mical agent. For instance, if too much 
potash, it might be neutralized by Nitric, 
and if Lime, by Sul. acid: but if inorgan- 
ic substances are — they general- 
ly may be easily supplied. 

No land can be productive, excep\ it 
contain such inorgagic® matters as are 
found inthe ashes of such plants as we

SEASONABLE HINTS. 


Fall and Winter Ploughing.—As oc- 
casion may offer through, the fall and 
winter, plough up your stiff clayey 
grounds, which may be destined for spring 
crops- But be sure never to plough when 
the land is wet, as when turned up in a 
state of mortar.it will so remain during the 
ensuing season. and probably will receive 
no benefit from the breaking down influ- 
ence of freezing and thawing. If you 
desire to derive the melioration contem~ 
plated. your ground must be in good con. 
dition when ploughed. Besides the im. 
provement of texture in the soil derived 
by fall and winter ploughing, much time, 
which is always precious a spring, 
may be thereby gained at That season of 
business, but even this latter advantage 
will be lost to the farmer, or planter, uo~ 
less he see that his ground is in proper 
condition when ploughed.--P. Advocate. 


Futliag Hogs.—We would here re- 
mark, that the putting up hoys for fatten- 
ing, should not be delayed until cold 
weather, as they gain fat much foster 
under the influence of heat than cold.— 
When confined in their pens, they should 
have allowances of charcoal, rotten wood, 
ashes, and salt. given them every few 
days; So provided with fresh water al 
least twice a day, and supplied liberally 
with such materials as mould and leaves 
from the woods, mirsh mud, the scrapings 
of the road and yards, corn stalks, refuse 
straw, and offal ofevery kind, to be con- 
verted by them into manure. Besides! 
their regular feeds of corn, it would be 
well, every few days, to give them vege- 
tables of some kind.—P. Advocate.

When the place 
for the gravelly bed, or nest of the ove is 
chosen, both fish set to work to scoop out 
the sand and gravel; and on those occa- 
sions in which the whole steps of the oper- 
ation were witnessed from the beginaing, 
the female commenced the work. She 
can be easily known by her matronly 
size; whilst the male is generally distin- 
guishable by the curious hooked spur pro. 
jecting upwards from the lower jaw. 
The female, then, in singular analogy 
with the hen bird, commences digging 
into, and excavating the gravel, w.th her 
belly and tail; occasionally poking a re- 
fracto:y pebble out of the way with her 
nose. The male, ail the time, keeps 
watch in the immediate neightourhood of 
his wife; end althuugh vature has denied 
him the power of serenading her with a 
song, after the fashion of the cock bird, 
he does not the less tenderly guard the 
privacy of his spouse, but swims round 
her in a protecting circle, to keep of in~ 
terlopers.

STEEL PENS. 

Steel Pens are now in almost uni- 
versal use, and yet probably few per- 
sons, except the manufacturers and 
those they employ, know any thing 
of the way in which these instruinents 
are made. Alderson’s treatise gives 
the modus operandi. . 

“In the first place, flat sections of 
steel are cut out, of the shape requir- 
ed, by a stamping press; they are 
then placed under another press— 
which pierces the holes and cuts the 
slits; and they are then struck ‘into 
their convex shape by a third press. 

“They have then to be polished and 
tempered, which ts managed in a pe- 
‘culiar apparatus, called, emphatically, 
“the Devil,” consisting of a fly wheel 
and a box, in‘which the pens are plac- 
ed, and to which a motion is given, 
resembling that exhibited in shaking 
materials together ina bag. This mo- 
tion is continued for eighth hours, 
when the pens are found to be com- 
pletely deprived, by their friction 
against each other, of any asperities 
which might have existed on their 
edges, and which, though invisible to 
the naked eye, would have obstruct- 
ed the free eof the pens. Al- 
ter this pfocess, they are tempered in 
a box, shaken, and brought toa blue 
color, being carefully watched, and 
the heat lessened’ whenever a shade oi 

ellow is observed on their surface.— 
The slitrs then completed by touching 
the sides with a pair of pincers. Some 
idea may be given of the greater ra- 
pidity with which steel pens are made 
than the quill, when we state that of 
the ‘latter an expert pen cutter can 
only make six hundred a day, whilst 
with the recent steel pen machines as 
many may be made ina single hour, 
with the greatest ease. 

“The steel of which these pens are 
made, is frequently alloved with some 
other metal, in order to improve the 
elasticity, and in some cases to pre- 
vent rust; but the steel alone employ- 
ed in this country (England,) for mak-

truction of a Town—Fourtcen Lives 


Our city is in ruins! We have been 
visited by one of the most terrible storms 
that ever before devolved upon us to 
chronicle. Oa Wednesday about 1! o’- 


clock A. M, the wind commenced blow: | 


ing fresh from the South East, brioging 
up a high tide, bot nothing alarming; a: 
5 P. M., the wind tulled and tide fell, the 
weather contino'ng lowry, At Il at 
night the wind freshened, and tide com-~ 
menced flowing. and by 12 o'clock it 
blew a perfect hurricane, and the whole 
town inundated. The gale continued 
with unabated violence until 2 o'clock, 
the water making a perfect breach ten 
feet over our town! The wind suddenly 
lulled for afew minutes, and then came 
from South-West with redoubled violence 
and blew tilldaylight. Every warehouse 
in the town was laid flat with the ground, 
except ons Hamlin § Sneil’s and a part 
ofthatalso fell. Nearly every dweliing 
was thrown from its foundatien, and ma 
ny of them crushed to atoms. The loss 

property is immense. Every inhabit- 
ant participating ™m the loss more or less. 
None have escaped—mainy with only 
the clothes they stand in. St. Marks 
suffered in the like proportion with our- 
selves 

But our losses are nothing in compari- 
son with that at the light-house.
